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Nixon claims will pull 
troops back soon

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Nix­ 
on gave leaders of Congress today what 
was described as a “ firm comm itment” 
that all U.S. combat troops now in Cam­ 
bodia would be pulled back within seven 
weeks. 
Rep. F. Edward Hebert, D-La., re­ 
ported the P residen t’s prom ise on Capi­ 
tol Hill following a White House meet­ 
ing. 
Nixon, Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird and Gen. Earle G. Wheeler, brief­ 
ed congressional leaders and members 
of the House and Senate arm ed servic­ 


es committees for about an hour and a 
half and then answered questions for half 
an hour on Nixon’s decisions to send com­ 
bat troops into Cambodia and to al­ 
low brief, new air raids on North Viet­ 
nam. 
“They are coming out in five, six or 
seven weeks at the outside,” Hebert 
said of Nixon’s comments on the troops 
in Cambodia. “ That was definitely a firm 
com m itm ent.” 


Hebert is a ranking member of the 
House committee. Another member, Rep.

More troops pour 


into Cambodia jungle 


SAIGON 
(DPI) — Thousands more 
U.S. and South Vietnamese troops plunged 
into the mountainous jungles of north­ 
eastern Cambodia todav in the third 
border crossing under President Nixon’s 
plan to destroy Communist sanctuaries, 
in Cambodia. 
The new helicopter-borne assault irv 
volved the U.S. 4th Infantry Division, 
which has two brigades totalling 9,000 
men left after withdrawal 014,700 men, 
and the South Vietnamese 22nd Infant 
try Division of 12,000 men. 
The new crossing was 50 miles west 
of Pleiku in the Central Highlands into 
an area where two or three divisions 
of 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops 
have 
operated for months against U.S. Green 
Beret and other border points. 
It was 1G0 miles north of two other 
operations involving 30,000 other troops. 
Allied forces said today the earlier 
offensives in the p a rro t’s b >ak sector 


of Cambodia 35 miles northwest of Saigon 
and the fishhook sector 67 m iles north­ 
west of Saigon had killed 2,414 Commu­ 
nists troops, captured 526 and seized 
4,313 
weapons, 540 tons of rice and 
other supplies and 61 trucks. 
South Vietnamese losses in the two 
operations were put at 170 killed and 
651 
wounded. 
American losses were 
announced as 16 killed. No casualties 
were announced for today’s operation. 
But Communists manning their elu­ 
sive central command headquarters had 
slipped away into the jungles, leaving 
behind a bunch of typewriters. 
The first organized resistance of the 
entire campaign was 
reported today 
at Memot, Cambodia, in the fishhook 
section 70 miles northwest of Saigon, 
an area of French rubber plantations 
and beautiful stucco homes, many re­ 
duced to rubble by the airstrik es and 
artillery.

‘I ’ll be getting a new chief of staff if 
w e’re still there by next July .’ ”

Staff. Wheeler is retiring and his job 
in that post is to be taken by July 1 
by Adm. Thomas H. Moorer. 
A member of the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices group, Sen. Harry F. Byrd, D-Ya.. 
said: 
‘1 he President made it clear that 
this is a tem porary m ilitary tactic and 
that all American troops would be with­ 
drawn from Cambodia within a m atter 
of w eeks.” 
Byrd added, “ I would have no informa­ 
tion to indicate the co ntrary .” 
Attending the morning meeting over 
breakfast in the State Dining Room, in 
addition to House andSenate armed s e rv ­ 
ices m embers, were several other House 
and Senate leaders including Speaker 
John W. McCormack and Senate Demo­ 
cratic Leader Mike Mansfield. 
Later today, Nixon had another s e s ­ 
sion set with m em bers ot the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee - which 
has been highly critical of his Cambodian 
decision — and the House Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee. 
1 he President and his advisers were 
reported to have told participants at the 
morning session that the ( ambodian 
operation was going well, and that both 
the withdrawal schedule and the Vietna- 
mization program would have been en­ 
dangered without it. 
Chairman John Stennis of the Senut* 
Armed Services Committee said things 
are going “ right w ell.” 
Stennis told repo rters that he fully sup­ 
ported Nixon’s decision to send troops 
into Communist « a c tu a r ie s in Cambodia 
along the South Vietnamese border, but 
still opposed large scale aid to the C am ­ 
bodian government. 
“The withdrawal schedule from Viet­ 
nam would have been in bad trouble if 
this action had not been taken,” Sten­ 
nis said. “ It is very clearly tied to 
our Yietnamization p ro g ra m .” 
Ichord said, “ there was some c riti­ 
cism in B52s being sent in first, tip­ 
ping off the enemy and the Pres id. nt 
said he felt it was m ore important to 
soften up the area to protect our boys 
and that the only purpose of the opera­ 
tion is to destroy facilities and sup- 
p lies.”

Moscow leaders visit Czechoslovakia 


PRAGUE 
(UPI)-Two 
of 
Moscow’s 
three top leaders 
received a red flag, hugs-and- 
kisses 
welcome 
from 
the 
Czechoslovak government today 
on their first visit to Prague 
since the 1968 Soviet-led inva­ 
sion. 
Leonid

Brezhnev, first 
secretary of the Soviet Commu­ 
nist party, and Prem ier Alexei 
N. Kosygin hugged Czechoslo­ 
vak party leader Gustav Husak 
and kissed him three times on 
the cheek when they arrived at 
the airport. 
A crowd of more than 1,000 
waved red flags and cheered as 
Brezhnev and Kosygin emerged 
from their Ilyushin 62 airliner 
to begin four days of celebra- 


tions culminating in the signing 
of a 
new 
friendship treaty 
between Czechoslovakia and the 
Soviet Union. 
Brezhnev, beaming broadly, 
reached 
across 
restraining 
ropes to shake hands with the 
crowd. 
Then 
he, 
Kosygin, 
Husak 
and the other Soviet 
and Czechoslovak leaders at the 
airport joined hands and lifted 
them over their heads in a 
gesture of solidarity. 
Police 
lined the roads from 
the airport to the Hradcany 
Castle but there were few other 
people along the route, possibly 
because the arrival time of the 
Russians was kept secret until 
early this morning.

national flag of Czechoslovakia 
flew alongside the hammer and 
sickle on Prague streets and 
the

Women's rights began with creation

hear the phrase every way you 
turn — “ women’s lib.“ You 
would think if you weren't up 
on your history that the equal 
rights movement were as new 
on the 
national horizon as 
Martha Mitchell. 
Actually, 
the powder puff 
militancy has a long history but 
it 
might 
not 
have had its 
pickets, its sit - ins, and other 
protest actions had they let 
things go as they were with 
Adam 
and 
Eve. 
Somebody 
goofed, 
and so women are 
girding for new fights for their 
rights. 
You see, starting with Adam 
and Eve, there was equality. 
The Book of Genesis says: * ‘So 
God created man in His own 
image, in the image of God 
created 
He him; 
malt 
and 
female He created them.” 
More Going For Them 
Things went pretty well, the 
equality 
route, 
through 
the 
centuries. 
Matter 
of 
fact, 
women in the pre-Christian era 
had more going for them in 
rights than when such latter- 
day 
tyrants as Napoleon of 
F ranсe came along in the late 
18th Century with a clamp, 
down. 
As long ago as 2300 B.C., the 
first woman sovereign known 
was Ku Bau, who rose from a 
brothel 
to 
rule 
an entire 
Mesopotamian city state. 
One 
of the 
most famous 
women to break away from the 
traditional mold of woman at 
home 
tending 
husband 
and 
babies was the fabulous George 
Sand. She flouted every conven­ 
tion, smoked cigars, cropped 
her hair, wore men’s clothing, 
was a great crony of Frederic 
Chopin, and by the time she 
was 
30 had published four 
novels and numerous articles 
and stories under the pseudon­ 
ym 
of J, Sand, 
eventually 
mutated to George Sand. The 
public wanted writings by a 
man. 
The whole question of wo­ 
men’s right to vote became an 
international issue, 
although 
other countries granted suf­ 
frage long before either the 


United States or Britain did. 
And 
it was in these latter 
countries 
the issue was so 
intense. 
The suffrage movement pro­ 
duced such militants as Lucre- 
tia 
Mott, 
Elizabeth 
Cady 
Stanton, 
Susan B. Anthony, 
Narrie Chapman Catt. But few 
could match Emmeline Pank- 
hurst of Britain. This little lady 
from Manchester founded the 
Women’s Social and Political 
Union in 1903. 
As Encyclopedia Americana 
says, her daughter Christabel 
then 23 and a select group of 


followers transformed the Bri­ 
tish feminist movement into a 
violent “ militant’ affair which 
turned 
England upside down 
and “ off.” 
In 1920, at course, suffrage 
came to the American women. 
By 1928, women over 21 were 
able to vote alongside men in 
Britain. 


But the suffrage movement, 
as any other revolution, left a 
lot 
of scars. Perhaps they 
haven’t all healed even today, 
as the 50th anniversary of U.S. 
suffrage approaches.

Californians reported $10,67G 
average adjusted gross income 
on personal income tax returns 
subm itted for the 1968 income 
year. 
This is alm ost $1,000 more 
than the previous year, accord­ 
ing to M artin Huff, executive 
officer of the Franchise Tax 
Board. 
A departm ent report released 
today shows a growth in the 
average tax per return from 
$236 to $260 despite a decline 
in returns filed, both taxable 
and non-taxable. 
At the sam e tim e, total ad­ 
justed gross income rose from 
$63 billion to $57 billion and the 
total tax assessed increased 
from $985 million to $1.06 bil­ 
lion. 
The increase in average ad­ 
justed gross income per return 
from $9,724 to $10,676 was 
attributed to several factors. 
Principal among these is the 
change in the state’s filing re­ 
quirem ents, which elim inated 
a large group of taxpayers at 
the lower end of the income 
scale. This, coupled with in­ 
flation and the fact that 1968 
was a prosperous year for most 
C alifornians, accounted for the 
unusual increase, 
Huff said. 
Marin 
County, 
traditional 


leader in both average adjusted 
gross income and tax per re­ 
turn, was again first with $13, 
498 income and $381 tax. San 
Mateo County was second with 
$12,418 and $320 while Contra 
Costa County was third with 
$11,945 but eighth in tax per 
return. Ranking third in tax 
per return was San Francisco 
with $314. 
The departm ent pointed out 
.that the income reported usually 
is family income, rath er than 
per capita, since most m arried 
taxpayers file jointly. C ertain 
income such as social security 
paym ents, business expense and 
portions of annuity income is 
not included. 
Santa B arbara County ranked 
sixth among all California coun­ 
ties in adjusted gross income 
p er return with an average of 
$11,241. The average tax per 
taxable return for the county 
was 286.14 making it fifth among 
all counties in the State.

An esteemed admission dean 
examines educational cankers 
of college-bound senior:

A M H ER ST , MASS. — (N E A ) — F^or seniors in secondary schools all 
over the country, the final year of preparation for colleg:e will soon end 
— no more school buses, no more required study hall, no m o r e tij^htly 
controlled environment and no more nationally administered aptitude 
and achievement tests. 
Most students now have their college acceptances in ha n d. 
All the 
worries about colleg^e admission have been settled, except for many pa­ 
rents who must worry about how to pay for this adventure in learning. 
W hat are these worries that each year trouble college-bound stu­ 
dents and their parents? W hy do they reappear each year? Is there no 
way to lessen their impact? Is it impossible to root out these cankers? 
Let’s examine three key anxieties of senior year. 


Grades: 
Students in the 
bottom half of a class prob­ 
ably worry less about grades 
than other students, for they 
have grown accustomed over 
11 preceding years to medi­ 
ocre results, to being in the 
bottom 
half of the class. 
T h e i r parents, too, have 
abandoned all attempts at 
threats, promises, exhorta­ 
tions and bribery. 
VVhat these students land 
their parents) often forget is 
that grades measure only 
one kind of intelligence, one 
kind of ability — the ability 
to master certain academic 
subjects to the satisfaction 
of teachers; the ability to 
work with words, numbers, 
ideas and abstract thoughts. 
In the post-school world of 
work, there are many jobs 
which reward other kinds ol 
abilities — lor example, the 
ability to work with hands, 
body, things, people and to 
s o l v e everyday, practical 
problems. 
S o m e very high-ranking 
students 
with 
straight 
As 
have little ability in some or 
all of these areas. Studies 
have shown again and again 


that there is rarely anv cor­ 
relation between grades and 
success in life, and define 
success any way you wish. 
Paradoxically, 
t h e 
stu­ 
dents 
(and 
their 
parents) 
who worry most about their 
marks are often those with 
the 
highest 
ones. 
Nothing 
s e e m s to shake a family 
more than the appearance of 
a C on an .A student’s report 
card. Kven the first B will 
cause minor tremors to run 
through the family. But stu­ 
dents with top marks en­ 
counter two ¡)eriods of reas­ 
sessment of their academic 
ability. 
The first comes with col­ 
lege admission if the student 
applied to a college with a 
very competitive admission 
situation. Rejection at these 
colleges does not usually in­ 
dicate a n y weaknesses — 
rather, 
a 
constellation 
of 
achievements and interests 
which is too similar to manv 
other applicants. High-rank­ 
ing students who have suf- 
lered rejection by colleges 
should remember* t h a t no 
one has yet discovered a per­ 
fect way to measure with

tential of an 18-year-old boy 
or girl. 


The second period of re­ 
assessment comes with en­ 
trance to college and the in­ 
troduction to the stiffer grad­ 
ing 
standards 
of 
college 
teachers, plus more intense 
competition from able stu­ 
dents. Again, in colleges with 
competitive admission situa­ 
tions. most students accepted 
come from the top 10 per 
cent of their classes — so. 
quite naturally half of these 
students will in college end 
up in the bottom half of their 
class. This demands of stu­ 
dents and their parents a re­ 
assessment of self, goals and 
talents. 


Students forget that grades 
are by-products—symbols of 
learning, not learning itself. 
Those who concentrate on 
learning will be content to 
let the grades fall where they 
may. 


Tests: Though criticism of 
aptitude tests as predictive 
instruments has risen in the 
past five years and one old 
college has even abandoned 
the use of them, they still 
bring jitters to many stu­ 
dents. Colleges are partly to 
blame for this s t r e s s on 
tests, for all too often inex­ 
perienced 
admission 
coun­ 
selors emphasize in their in­ 
terviews and general public 
statements the importance 
of test results. 


Now it is true that in cer­ 
tain public institutions which 
are flooded with applicants 
and which use test results 
in their predictive formula, 
test results may control ac­ 
ceptance 
In most other in­ 
stitutions. however, test re­ 
sults are rarely controlling— 
and in the most competitive 
institutions, test results rank 
lowest in criteria for judging. 


.Aptitude test scores are 
used primarily to p r e d i c t 
marks and are validated by 
marks; 
hut neither marks 
nor test scores are reliable 
indicators of an ability to 
think or 
reason! 
Further­ 
more. 
test 
scores do 
not 
guarantee the presence of 
those human qualities and 
intellectual abilities colleges 
value most 


Students who spend much 
time on routine vocabulary- 
building exercises or wlio 
pay money to individuals (or 
organizations) who guaran­ 
tee an increase in test scores 
are not only wasting their 
time and money, hut are also 
d o i n g nothing to develop 
their r e a l ability to work 
with 
ideas 
and 
thoughts 


Which ('ollege? The m ajoi- 
ity of college-bound students 
have 
settled 
their 
college 
choice problems by .March 
of their senior year. They 
have been accepted at then- 
own state university, at a 
nearby junior or community 
college, or at a private col­ 
lege practicing rolling admis­ 
sion 
There are. 
however, 
across 
the 
country 
other 
thousands of students who 
have applied to colleges and 
universities 
with 
a 
very 
competitive admission of ac­ 
ceptances and rejection at 
the same time, usually m 
mid-.April of the senior year. 


Those students who win an 
acceptance 
to 
their 
first 
choice college will go of! to 
college confident that they 
will receive the best educa­ 
tion—and t h o s e who must 
a t t e n d s e c o n d , third or 
fourth choice colleges go oft 
all too often with a feeling 
that they will not receive the 
best in education. 
Both are wrong. 


Wrong, because obtaining 
an education rests much less 
in what a college gives and 
much more in what a student 
takes. 


The key to obtaining an 
education, as Abraham Lin­ 
coln once told a young man, 
is resolution- the hungry stu­ 
dent with desire will get an 
education 
wherever 
he 
is 
and in spite of any obstacles 
placed in his path by the in­ 
stitution he attends.

N EW Y O R K —(N E A )—Oscar Robertson is not the first 
superstar to have been peddled when he still was effective 
enough to make a difference. 


Babe Ruth, for one. was traded from the Boston Red Sox 
to the New York Yankees in 1920 and then began to con­ 
struct home run records and the House that Ruth Built. 
Jim Thorpe, for another, sold himself around as a football 
player from the Canton Bulldogs to the Oorang Indians, 
among many others. “ And,” wrote one biographer, scratch­ 
ing around in sketchy background, “ he didn’t play every 
game, but when he did play his team usually won.” 


Robertson was recently traded from the Cincinnati Roy­ 
als to the Milwaukee Bucks. The Bucks also possess 7-3 
Lew Alcindor. (The combination of Alcindor, who may be­ 
come the best big man in NBA history, and Robertson, the 
best all-around player in NBA history, has excited people 
who cherish dynasties such as the New York Yankees. 
Green Bay Packers. Boston Celtics, U.S. Steel and the 
Plantagenets. 


The Bucks, without Robertson, recently lost the Eastern 
Division tinal play-off series, four games to one. to the 
New York Knicks. 


Similarly, the Los Angeles Lakers of the past few years 
had been playing the Celtics in the NBA finals, year aftei 
year, and losing. All they needed, it was supposed, was a 
good big man. 


In the summer of 1968, Philadelphia traded Wilt Cham­ 
berlain to Los Angeles. The Lakers already had superstars 
Elgin Baylor and Jerry West. “ With those three guys." 
wrote a Philadelphia writer, “ the Lakers will win the 
championship even if they round out the starting five with 
Bonald Reagan and Doris D ay." 
Maybe Reagan and Day would have made the difference 
after all 
I he Lakers again lost to Boston, four games to 
two, with Chamberlain sitting out much of the final quarter 
of the sixth name. 
Interestingly, Chamberlain had been traded once before, 
and again his team did not immediately win the champion­ 
ship. Midway during the 1964-65 season, the San Francisco 
Warriors sent Wilt to Philadelphia. It took two seasons for 
the 76ers to win the NBA title 
The most important recent trade for a star NBA player 
was the one in which Dave DeBusschere came to the 
Knicks in December. 1968 From that time on, the Knicks 
have been a strong, well-balanced, contending team. 
Jerry Lucas, a star forward who had teamed with Robert­ 
son on the Royals since 1963. was traded last tall to San 
Francisco. The Warriors did not make the play-offs. 
There have been memorable deals involving superstars 
in baseball and football through the years. Following are 
some of the major ones, with a note on the immediate re­ 
sults. inspired by the speculation of how the Milwaukee 
Rucks will do next season with the acquisition of Oscar 
Robertson:

the Giants went from fifth) to third. Frisch’s average went 
from 314 to 337. but the Cards dropped to second place 


The next season Hornsby was sent to Boston, where he 
became pluymg-manager again. He hit .387. but the team 
remained in seventh place. The next season (1929) he went 
to the Cubs, became manager, hit 380. and led the team 
from third place to the pennant 


Depression days accounted for some astounding deals. 
In 1933. ( lark Griffith created headlines by dealing oil his 
manager-best player-shortstop-son-in-law, Joe Cronin, to 
the Red Sox for a quarter of a million dollars Thirteen 
years later the Red Sox. with Cronin still manager but no 
longer the shortstop, won a pennant 
For money also. Philadelphia A s manager-owner Connie 
Mack sold several of his stars 
Alter the 1933 season. 
Mickey Cochrane was sent to Detroit, where he became the 
manager and star catcher. The Tigers won two successive 
pennants Also after ’33. Mack sold Leftv Grove to the Red 
Sox. and the pitcher helped Boston move up from seventh 
to fourth. After 1935. slugger Jim m y Koxx was sold to 
Boston, too The A s were now an eighth-place club. 
In 1938. the Cards sent Dizzy Dean, whose toe injurs had 
affected his pitching, to the Cubs. Dean still won seven ol 
his eight decisions and the Cubs won the pennant, after fin­ 
ishing second the season before 
In more recent times, trades for Orlando Cepeda and 
Frank Robinson have made big changes 
Cepeda, traded to St. Louis from the Giants in 1966. was 
Most V aluable Player the following season He helped the 
Cardinals become W'orld Champions. 
Robinson, traded from Cincinnati to Baltimore in 1966. 
immediately converted the Orioles to W’orld Champions, 
as he became the Triple Crown winner and World Series 
hero.

But they tied 
tor second in 1959 and won the championship in 1960 And 
Van Brocklin figured that was a good time to retire. 
In 1960. at age 35. “ I can't run as well as my little daugh­ 
ter, now"), it appeared Tittle was finished. The 49ers 
traded him to the Giants But Tittle came back, led the 
Giants from third place to a division title and was named 
Jim Thorpe Trophy winner as M V P in the league. He and 
the Giants won championships the next two seasons as well 
When discussing trades, possibly the most unusual in­ 
volved the managers’ switch ot Jim m y Dykes of Detroit 
tor Joe Gordon of Cleveland, a little past midway in the 
1960 season.

Ocean fishing is definitely 
picking up, especially as far 
as bottom fishing is concerned. 
Many boats are coming in with 
near limits. 
There has been a run of ling 
cod and most bags have a lib­ 
eral supply of this succulent 
eating fish. However, the wind 
is still a factor, coming up 
by mid-morning. Most fisher­ 
men are out at the crack of 
dawn and go to work as soon 
as it is legal. 
But by 10 a.m., the white- 
caps begin to appear and most 
anglers “ head for the” or else 
they will have a very wet trip 
back to port. 
Fish are also being taken 
around Pecho Rock. Each angler 
has his own special spot and 
will never divulge it. One fisher­ 
man, Frank Moore of Oceano, 
and two partners came in with 
over 30 fish one day last week. 
Salmon fishing is still spotty 
with Chinooks being reported 
from Morro Bay to Santa Bar­ 
bara. The wind is also a factor 
in this area. Harbor Associates 
of Avila Beach reported five 
boats brought in five salmon 
during the week ending May 1. 


FRESH WATER FISHING 
The 
general 
trout season 
opened on Saturday for streams 
north of the Santa Barbara- 
San Luis Obispo County line. 
Beyond calling for a limit of 
10 fish in local waters, the 
opener has not made much dif­ 
ference in area fishing. 
Santa Barbara County has 
for some time been an all-year 
season with a 10-fish limit ex­ 
cept for Lake Cachuma (which 
has a limit of five trout all 
year). 
About 
the only local 
stream north of Santa Barbara 
County that has been productive 
is Lopez Creek, which is planted 
above the dam. Here quite a 
few anglers took limits with 
some nice trout. 
Some of the large fish planted 
by the Water Control Board 
at the top of Lopez Dam found 
their way upstream. However, 
the road up Lopez Canyon 
is not too good above the church 
conference grounds and a four- 
wheel drive vehicle is advised. 
Statewide, 
ail 
conditions 
pointed to a banner opening 
with most waters below the 
6,500 foot elevation accessible 
to anglers. However, overnight 
rain and snow can change road 
and 
water 
conditions. 
Until 
warmer weather settles in for 
good ail anglers who anticipate 
going into back country should 
travel with chains and check 
with local game wardens about 
conditions 
in 
the 
proposed 
areas. 


Oceano Lagoon in Oceano has 
been stocked by DFG personnel. 


We see it as a step in the right 
direction as crowds of young­ 
sters can be found there. 
There is some good fishing 
at Laguna Lake near San Luis 
Obispo if the wind does not 
get up too soon and blow one 
off the water. There are also 
some nice bass in that lake that 
pose a challenge for any fisher­ 
man. 
Heavy planting in Santa Bar­ 
bara Countyhave insured a lot of 
fish for anglers there. Davey 
Brown, Manzana and the Santa 
Ynez River have all been re­ 
ceiving regular plantings. Re­ 
ports from the DFG are that 
these waters will continue to 
receive fish as long as water 
conditions are such that they 
will continue to support fish. 


Considering trout fishing is 
a put and take situation, it 
does not make much difference 
about a water supporting the 
fish for any lengthy period of 
time. We advocate stocking a 
local water as long as there 
are fish to be planted. 
Lopez Lake also received a 
planting prior to the opener but 
there 
have 
not 
been 
many 
reports of limiting out by ang­ 
lers. We would still say the 
description of fishing there is 
“ spotty” -a term that can mean 
much, or very little, to fisher­ 
men. 


GENERAL NOTES 
We have a release from the 
California Department of Parks 
and Recreation that will not 
be very pleasant to campers 
with auxiliary transportation. 
An overnight charge of $1 is 
now in effect for each motor 
vehicle brought in to a park 
by each visitor. The charge 
is in addition to the normal 
campsite fee and will be col­ 
lected at the campground en­ 
trance gate. 
This action, according to the 
release, is necessary because 
of the increasing use of recrea­ 
tional vehicles, such as dune 
buggies, motor scooters, trail 
bikes and other vehicles, which 
has increased problems of en­ 
forcement and maintenance in 
state parks. 
Sargo fishing in the Salton 
Sea is limitless according to 
the DFG. Sargo in the Salton 
Sea now number uncounted mil­ 
lions, all steming from a single 
transplant of 65 from the Gulf 
of California in 1951. As a 
result the fish and game com­ 
mission removed the limit on 
sargo. 
Anglers may now fish for 
them 24 hours a day with no 
limit on the catch. Commonly 
called China croaker or blue 
perch, sargo grow to over 20 
inches and four pounds in Cal­ 
ifornia's ocean bays and in- 
shore waters.

Such is the tortuous course of the American legal system 
that the »elebrated ‘ Chicago Seven” will be sporting gray - 
streaked shaggy locks before they serve a day in jail, if they 
ever do, on their conviction of fomenting riot in Chicago. 
Meanwhile, they are making the most of that system even 
while denouncing it as “ oppressive.” 
One of them visited Stanford University the other day to 
address a “ shouting, stomping” crowd of 1,400 students. Among 
the pearls of wisdom dropped by Jerry Rubin, leader of the 
Yippies, were these gems: 
“ What goes on in your head is irrelevant. It’s action that 
counts.” (This elicited a strong response, according to a uni­ 
versity news release.) 
“ Schools are the biggest barriers to education. That’s why 
schools are being burned.” (Another strong response.) 


“ Books should be burned because books oppress us.” 
(Strangely, only one listener applauded this. The others would 
rather wait until after exams, maybe?) 
The Chicago Seven are free on bail “ because there were a 
thousand riots across this country,” (The ancient common law 
system of bails and appeals did not exist before the Chicago 
Seven?) 
Trustees are “ parasites . . .The students should make every 
decision.” 
“ I don’t care whether 99.99 per cent (of Stanford students) 
want ROTC, it shouldn’t be left on campus. There’s no civil 
liberty to kill.” 
(This statement also received wide applause, for the ques­ 
tion of ROTC is a hot one at Stanford, as it is on numerous 
other campuses. A few days later, however, a record turnout 


of Stanford students narrowly voted to 
retain ROTC while 
overwhelmingly denying it academic credit.) 
Rubin’s last remark is particularly interesting. It is nothing 
other than the political equivalent of the theological doctrine 
that error has no rights. And if error has no rights, it fol­ 
lows that those who persist in error have no rights, either 
even if they amount to 99.99 per cent of the population.’ 
It goes without saying that had anyone attempted to rebut 
Rubin, he would have been hooted off the platform. To this 
sorry pass has come the commitment to reasoned debate in 
the pursuit of truth at America’s citadels of learning. 
On another campus recently - Monmouth College in West 
Long Beach, N.J. —Gen Maxwell Taylor, former chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was prevented by antiwar militants 
tiom discussing \ ietnam. He is not the first military or gov­ 
ernment figure to be denied the right to persist in “ error ” 
This is exactly how things are run in Russia, where the con­ 
stitution guarantees free speech —as long as it is speech the 
ruling party approves of. 
F ortunately, the fraction of people who are right while ev- 
eryone else is wrong are 
not yet in a ruling position in the 
united States - though they seem to be achieving it on the cam­ 
puses, where those who disagree with them are learning to keeD 
their mouths shut. 
Jerry Rubin may not and probably does not, have any designs 
on power for himself. He is like a naughty little boy shooting 
ideological spitballs at his harried, up-tight elders in hopes 
of inspiring a 
reactionary crackdown that would prove his 
point about how repressive America is. 
But he is also the chilling prototype of a future Maximum 
Leader.

Stakes in Cambodia 


Focus, focus, focus on the situation 
as it develops in Cambodia. Remember 
that South Vietnam is a stretch of land 
to the north of which is land, and to 
the west of which is land, with relief 
only to the east, where there is ocean, 
and to the south. The problem has been 
to prevent the North Vietnamese from 
coming down directly into the south 
across what they call the “ demilitar­ 
ized zone,” and that problem was solved 
several years ago with the imperme- 
abilization of the frontier. The enemy 
then did what you and I would do under 
the circumstances. 
They stole away 
to the west, into Laos, and began to 
move massively south, so as to pene­ 
trate South Vietnam from west to east, 
along what had come to be known as 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 
We have been bombing the hell out 
of the Ho Chi Minh Trail, and have 
succeeded in intercepting a great deal 
of the enemy’s traffic, but always a 
great deal got through-enough to sus­ 
tain the North Vietnamese effort. How- 
e v e r, formally 
speaking, the Ho Chi 
Minh trail runs out 
at about the south­ 
ern border of Laos, 
which is only about 
one third the length 
of 
South 
Vietnam. 
Granted, infiltration 
extended a little fur­ 
ther, into Cambodia 
proper, 
and 
from 
there, on over into 
South Vietnam. 
But, by the attrition of distance and 
American air power, it had become 
pretty thin, and the enemy knew that 
it had to get into South Vietnamese 
territority via other routes, which is 
why such a great deal of traffic has 
come into South Vietnam 
throughout 
the course of the war, from the deep 
south. That is to day, through the Cam­ 
bodian port of Sihanoukville, a mere 
60 miles from South Vietnam’s Mekong 
Delta. Ton after ton of material has 
been going in virtually unmolested, be­ 
cause the 
United States Government, 
clinging to the myth of Cambodian neut­ 
rality, was reluctant to stop it at the 
source and blow it to smithereens. 
1 he assumption in Washington has 
been that in due course the two great 
killer-corridors into South 
Vietnam 
would be closed. That is to say, that 
the South Vietnamese would in the course 
succeed in interdicting the Ho Chi Minh 
trail. And then, in the south, the South 
Vietnamese would, Vietnamization hav­ 
ing been duly consummated, have moved 
directly either aj to persuade the govern­ 
ment of Cambodia to close the port of 
Sihanoukville to the subverters. or sale 
Sihanoukville to the subverters; or else, 
b), Cambodia 
have 
refused 
to co­ 
operate, taken direct action to close 
that port by its own military power. 
What has happened during the past six 
weeks profoundly alters that strategy. 
What did happen is that the Cambodian 
government of Sihanouk having fallen, 
the pro-Western government has proved 
insufficiently strong to contain the North 
Vietnamese who, sensing the danger 
to their entire Indochinese position, 
reason that they must move by blitz- 
drieg to the south, in order to keep 
open the lines of infiltration into South 
Vietnam. 
4i incredibly daring thing, 
what the North Vietnamese have done— 
sliding their troops down between a 
half million Americans to the left of 
them and, slightly to the right, a half 
million Thais. 
It comes down to this. If the United 
Stateb fails to give aid to the Cambodians 
sufficient 
to 
defend themselves; or, 
better, to the South Vietnamese, suffi­ 
cient to launch a preemptive offensive 
against the North Vietnamese, 
we had 
bettei understand that we are accepting 
the loss of the war. The South Vietnamese 
border is apprximately 500 miles long. 
I he notion that the South Vietnamese 
can seal off that border without mov­ 
ing in against the sources of the diffi­ 
culty, is something like the notion that 
we can keep marijuana out of the United 
States 
by encouraging customs offi­ 
cials to do their duty. 
Nobody wants American soldiers to 
be shipped into Cambodia. But what is 
the argument against shipping an Amer­ 
ican soldier 
into Cambodia if by doing 
so American casualties in South Viet­ 
nam decrease? Granted, there are the 


symbolic problems, and symbols are im­ 
portant. That is why the argument is in 
favor of leaving it to South Vietnamese 
troops to do that particular operation. 
But it should be understood that the log­ 
istical responsiblities are clearly our 
own, 
even as the Soviet Union accepts 
the logistac responsibilities of supplying 


the North Vietnamese Communists who 
are pouring into Cambodia. 
What 
we 
need to remind ourselves 
of is 
this, 
very simply: 
that if we cavil over the 
technicality of Cambodia, we are thrown 
ing away everything we have fought for 
during the past six costly, bloody, tragic 
years.

From all accounts, Macco Corp. is 
about to unveil a revolutionary new type 
of recreational development to be pro­ 
posed for the former Hollister Ranch 
property east of Gaviota. 
Some insiders say that Macco planners 
have made a switch from a giant second 
home community with thousands of liv­ 
ing units to a sort of “ private nation­ 
al park” idea. 
A Macco attorney hinted that some­ 
thing like this was in order a few weeks 
ago in an appearance before the County 
Planning Commission concerning a coun­ 
ty move to apply a BD-beach develojj- 
ment zone to the coastline stretch from 
Ellwood to Vandenberg Air Force Base. 
Now the word has percolated into offic­ 
es of the County Administration Build­ 
ing that a giant camping complex maybe 
set up instead. 
Earliest reports is that 6,500persons 
could be 
accommodated under the new 
recreational facilities. 
It was plain to see that Macco wasn’t 
making progress in trying to convince 
county planners and county supervisors 
that its second - home community idea 


was completely feasible. There were 
hangups caused by need for a guaran­ 
teed water supply and by school district 
officials fearful the second home project 
would bring an influx of children causing 
need to build more schools. 
But recreational projects out in the 
boondocks 
can evidently be sold more 
easily to planners than the so-called 
“ satellite” communities,” especially as 
far out as the west Gaviota area. 


Macco olficials evidently want to get 
moving on their big project one way or 
another. 
I hey are putting the finishing touches 
to the picturesque Seacoast Village tour­ 
ist center at Gaviota Store area. 
This is a “ gateway” project for the 
bigger development. 
County planners are looking with in­ 
terest at what new plans Macco is < oming 
up with in regard to the Hollister prop­ 
erty.

I his government, in fact, expects still 
stronger 1970 drives by Hanoi in both the 
southern Delta and eastward from the 
Ashau Valley in northern South Vietnam, 
but insists that, in combination with* 
Saigon s uptrained forces, it can con­ 
tain these anticipated moves. It does not 
see them interfering with the withdrawal 
pace. 


The time of 7 et in 1971 may be some­ 
thing else. It is then, or soon thereaft­ 
er, that U.S. officials think Hanoi may de­ 
cide to commit forces of multidivisional 
strength against our severely diminish­ 
ed combat units and Saigon's largely 
untested armies presumably toughened 
under the “ Vietnamization” program. 
Optimists in the Pentagon think such a 
Red offensive, probably directed straight 
at Saigon and using North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong units mostly quartered 
in Cambodia can also be blunted. 
1 his optimism is founded on several 
assertions 
made 
privately 
by U.S. 
authorities. One is that Red forces are 


about 10,000 fewer today than those avail­ 
able for use in South Vietnam a year or 
two ago. Another is that Red infiltra­ 
tion of 
men from North Vietnam, 
though still important, is proceeding at 
a iate just half that of 1969. It is said 
further that only 105,000 men came down 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail last year as 
compared with 250,000 in 1968. 
Moreover, 
U.S. 
sources insist that 
Hanoi s three or four major offensives 
of 1968-69 seriously stripped its mili­ 
tary infra-structure of vitally needed 
guides, porters and other support units. 
These losses, it is argued, caused the 
big Red pullback of mid - 1969, the po­ 
litical yielding of countless villages and 
the surprising gains in Saigon’s pac if na­ 
tion program. 
Hanoi’s sudden turn to talk of a long, 
slow war - despite the U.S. troop pulil 
out program — was taken here as proof 
of Communist difficulties. 


Cautious U.S. officials recognize that 
the script may not be worked out this 
neatly. 


I hey know the danger that Vietnamir 
zation may not work as hoped for, that 
Hanoi’s infiltration may be stepped up 
even in bad weather, that the Reds may 
strike with telling force against South 
V letnamese units known to be habitu­ 
ally weak. They doubt the trouble in 
Cambodia will gravely disrupt Red sup­ 
plies. 


Furthermore, 
knowledgeable critics 
Of U.S. policy think our optimism wholly 
unwarranted, that Hanoi can mount a 
big assault damaging to Saigon almost 
as it wishes. They rate Red forces about 
as strong as ever. 
) et, curiously, both the optimists and 
the pessimists believe Hanoi, while it 
must do enough meantime to maintain 
fighting credibility, has most to gain 
by waiting until all or most of our 
c ombat forces are gone. It might even 
let 
et, 1971, go by without a big ripple. 


After all, the Reds now know the rough 
terminal date of Nixon’s combat pull- 
out. That may clarify their strategies 
somewhat. But Hanoi, no less than Nix­ 
on, must be wondering how and when our 
285,000 support forces, including power­ 
ful air and sea units, will be going 
home. The war’s end andoutcome is still 
shrouded in doubt.
